18.— W. Kast- 
ner and Cteor^o MoLachlin, who left 
Dawson Oity on Nov. tt, arrived at Vic- 
toria on the steatner Corooa. Ttacy 
Mng newt that 800 m«a haveapMptcd 
th« offer of the Alaaka Commercial 
company and the Cniiadian povernmcnt 
to supply tliom v ith food free at Fort 
Yukon aud have gone for it. Aliout 80 
men were passed ou the trails. All 
were shy of provisions aud suffering se- 
vexely from the oold whioh za&ged from 
SO to 70 degrees below. 

Major Walsh, administrator of the 
Yokon, was foimd encamped at Big 
Salmon, awaitinc relief from Skasnay. 
He had lost two boats and much <» ms 
provisions. The remaining portion w as 
spoiled, and unless relief arrives soon 
be will be without food. Kastner says 
he can not reach Dawson this winter. 
One of his party, Freeman, was 
drowned ou Thankspiviiif? day. Two 
of the party of iivc who left I'awsou 
shortly before Ka>rm r are in a bad pre- 
dicament. They have b-eii separated 
from tlifir oompatiions and are without 
food. Kastner says pco])',!' v.-ill Ktarvo 
in iJawsou this winter, us t.here i.s not 
food enough. 

About 1,1)00 are talkiiifj of coniinK out 
on the first ice. Kastner and MoLacli- 
liu had a ronirh tiiiu' coming oat. Tliey 
startfd with four sl( ds, b:it had to dis- 
card tlu'se and all uiuiccessary lupKnpe. 
For fonr days before readiiiig Little 
Pelly they were on short ra"tionB. and 
all the way had to sleep in the open, 
beside a lire. The weatlier was cold all 
the time. The police are now stoppinjc 
all men poinp: in, as it is :iext to im- 
possible to make the tri]). 

The steamers B(41a and Ware had 
been pone three we<^ks to Fort Yukon 
for provi.'iions, but as the river was full 
of ice when the party loft Dawson, 
there is no hope of the stcanicrs petti np 
back for several inontha. Kastner ami 
McLaclilin say there is no truth in the 
sensational story bionpht out by the In- 
^ dian mail carrier, Auk, to the el¥ect 
^that 1,000 men are On their waj out 
from Dawson.

NEW COA L FIELD IN OHia 
"HMt Telas Hmr» Bmb Dlieovored In tho 

Southern Part of J><>h*en Tountr. 

Jackson, O., Dec. 18.— Land owners 
in the Eonthern portion of this county 
are considerably excited over recent 
discoveries whlok indioato tiiatbyfar 
the most abundant and richest veins of 
coal yet discovered in this county lie in 
that section. This portion of the county 
has not uatil quite recently been tested 
for coal. 

About two years ago a company of 
eastern capitalists was represented by 
Mr. Harvey Wells, founder of the city 
of Wellston, who, accompanied by a 

co.-ps of enpineprs, made an extensive 
tour of inspection throughout the lower 
section of this county. A test hole was 
drilled on the farm of Mr. Harrison 
Canter, in Hamilton township, and 
coal which was pronounced first class 
by Mr. Wells and other experts, was 
found. 

Owing to the lack of railro.id facilities 
the matter was dropped for the time 
but Mr. Canter at once put in a bank 
and has since been supplying tho entire 
neighborhood with fuel. Since that 
time every land owner ni the eiph- 
borhood has put in a hank upon his 
place, and has found tlio same prado 
and (jnaiitity of cikiI as that wni^ih 
und(>rlies the Cantor farm, sliowing r^io 
underlying vein to bo oiio coutiuu, us 
Stratum. 

It is said tliat influential parties, who 
have recently become interested, have 
Kaeceedcd in interesting the Ciuciuiiati, 
Hamilton and Dayton railroad, whose 
line runs within four miles of tho Ilam- 
ilt(m township discoveries, and that ac- 
tive preparations will begin at once 
lookinp to the immediate development 
of tliis land, which promises to become 
the best yielding ooal lands in the state.

Kansas City, Deo. 18. — William 
Carr, the child murderer, was hanged 
at the Clay county oonrthonie at Ub- 
erty. Mo., at 10:84 yesterdv- 

William Carr's crime was one of the 
most brutal and unprovoked in the his- 
tory of the state. His capture aud exe- 
cution followed with the tit imp dis 
patch. On Oct. la last tho body of 
Bdle Carr, a 8- year-old child by the 
murderer's first wife, was found on a 
sandbar in the Missouri river, near 
Kansas City. The case remained a 
complete mystery until Oct. 26, when 
Carr was arrested at his home In Lib- 
erty. He at first denied his guilt, but 
when brought to Kansas 01^, to pre- 
vent a lynching, broke down and con- 
fes ed. Later Carr, who is a pannt 
backwoodsman, 87 years old, told, with- 
out the least show of emotion, how he 
had carried the child from its home, 
! tied its arms and legs securely, corded 
' a heavy stone to the little one's breast 
aud then, answering to her query, 
"What are yon goinjt; to do, papar" 
threw her into the water. 

He admitted that Mrs. Carr had told 
him to get rid of the child, and it de- 
veloped that she had been brutal to 
Belle, but Carr maintained stoutly that 
his wife had no hand in the crime. For 
a time Carr delighted in his notoriety, 
and talked glibly to his visitors of the 
crime. This was followed by a spell, 
during which he begged to be done 
away with without delay. At his trial 
ou Nov. 16, Carr was convicted prompt- 
ly, and since then he weakened percep- 
tibly, and only a week ago Sunday tried 
to commit suloide by sws^wing pound- 
ed gloss.

The crime for which William .Tohn* 
son surrended his life was the cold 
blooded murder of Farmer Walter Boyd 
of Idaville, Tipton county, Aug. Ti, last. 
The only justification the m pro oifereil 
was that he heard Hoyd had theateiied 
him Tho prisoner has been conhned 
in the Memphis jail, because lynching 
was feared ha(i he been permitted to re- 
mained in Tiptou county's prison 

Deabt* Haaf Ins la Oaovcla. 

Atlanta, Deo. 18.— Bud Brooks and 
Grady Reynolds, who to/ether mur- 
dered Merchant M. ('. Hunt of Belton, 
Ga., were taken from tho county jail at 
Jefferson yesterday and jirivately 
hanged ou a hill a few yards distant. 
Both made stateim nts from the gal- 
lows. The drop fell at 13:17. Both 
men died on the same gallows.

Beard, a negro boy, was hanged at 
CarroUton yesterday for assault. Tha 
hanging occtirred on schedule time, and 
passed off quietly.

Morgan daimed that he intended to 
return to Jail, aud this statement is 
borne out to a certain extent by the two 
last requests he made. One was that 
he be burled at the spot hesdsoted, and 
the other was that Sheriff Shinn see 
that Anderson be arrested and put on 
trial for murder. 

"For," said Morgan, with almost his 
dying breath, '*he is as guilty as I am. " 

Sheriff Bhinn will investigate the 
u>atter. Anderson Is at his home in 
Kipley and is a very dck man. He has 
broken down both physically and ment- 
ally and is a wreck of his former self. 
He has not accounted for his where- 
abouts on the night of the murder, but 
Inasmuch as Morgan was conviotodand 
executed on the testimony of one of 
tl^e three women NK hmn he sought to 
murder, but who es> aped, though badly 
wounded, it would seem that Morgan's 
whisperings to the sheriff were prompt- 
ed more by ^hisevU^atm truth.

New Yoric, Deo. 18.— R. G. Dun ft 
Company's weekly review of trade says : 
Close to its annual holiday and halt, the 
busineas of the year Is surprisingly 
large. Payments through banks are 
again 2.5 per cent larger than in 180*^, 
heretofore the year of pieatest prosper- 
ity ; the production of iron and woolens 
aud boots and shoes is larger than over 
before, eclipse all past records, and fail- 
ures for two weeks have been the small- 
est for correspondinp weeks in years. 
The treasury shows a steady increase 
for the first half of December over pre- 
vious months, both in customs and rev- 
enues, aud heavy payments to the gov- 
ernment on Union Pacific account 
caused but slight stringency in money 
markets, with preiiarationi for large 
cancellation of bonds. 

The most weighty news of the weeks 
is the nse of merchandise exports in 
November to #116,ti!iO,a'JO, tho e.xcess of 
exports in four mouths being $2'J9,212,- 
401, while in half of December exports 
are nearly as large, and imports |'i,50<),- 
000 smaller than lost year, when tlio 
excess of exports was |o<S,^'0 "),■<(!(>. Prob- 
ably all records are 8nri)as9ed by ex- 
ports for this year, which have been 
;;i874,e00,000 In 11 months, and the ex- 
cess over Imports in five mouths has 
probably exceeded $3H!»,00(),000. 

The output of pig iron Deo. 1 was the 
greatest ever known, 226,024 tons 
apainst 213,169 Nov. 1, I«l»6, and 317.- 
:!() ! in November 1805, and the highest 
point heretofore. Unsold stocks also 
decreased in November. 20.(152 tons, 
indicating consumption of about 280,000 
weekly during the month. Bessemer 
declined in the face of such production 
Ui cents, and grey forge So cents at 
Pittsburg. The demand was on the 
whole greater, and unusual structural 
contracts for the season were placed, 
with sales of 10,000 tons steel rails at 
New York and the largest orders ever 
booked by the lllinds Steel oompanr, it 
is said, and unexpectedly heavy bus- 
iness in plates Much buying alsore« 
suited from expectation of the wire con- 
solidation, including 26,000 tons Besse- 
mer and 50,000 tons billets at Pittsburg 
No reaction comes in copper and ex- 
ports for the month are estimated at 
10,000 tons, and tin plates slightly 
stronger. Coke production was 16-1,925 
tons, with contracts making for the 
coming year at f 1 60, and anthracite 
coal was weaker at $8.76 here. 

Wheat Is just now the backbone of 
fordgn relations, and AtUntio exports 
in two weeks have been, flour included, 
7,880,949 bushels, against 6,418,67nast 
year, while receipts rose to 12,060,181 
bushels, against 6,626,882 last year. 
The price gained a fraction in spite of 
the speculative decline in Chicago. 

Corn exports continue to exceed last 
year's in two weeks, 6,826,894 bushels, 
apainst r),074,t53ft last year, which Is a 
particularly significant feature. The 
price rose but a fraction, and receipts in 
two weeks were 8,0'3!i,011 bushels 
against 5,440.181 last year. 

The cotton manufacture is in difii- 
oolty. due to production last year far in 
excess of demand and to partial trans- 
fer of the demand to southern mills. 
While domcstio and export sales have 
been large they are behind a production 
exceeding that of the best previous 
years, northern and southern included, 
and the effort to straighten things by a 
reduction of wages presumably in- 
volves a strike and a reduction of out- 
put, (loods are generally weik. and 
the range of prices is now the lowest 
ever known, the reduction in bleached 
goods, prints and wide sheetings, hav- 
ing caused considerable increase in de- 
mand. 

The demand for woolen goods is in- 
creasiiip and some mills are in tho mar- 
ket pi(i\iilinp for a greater productmn. 
thoupli must nre waiting, and the wool 
market i-t remarkably dull. Sales at 
three chief points being 1. "),;!.")(), 100 
pounds, against IS, 100, 100 last year, 
17, IT!). 110 in IHK.j and 10,004,100 in 1892. 
While prices are said to bo held with- 
out clianpe. manufacturers are hnntinp 
lor barpains. aud foreign wool in con- 
giderable ([uantity is coming this way. 

Failures for the week have been 
in the United States, against 38T last 
year, and 88 in Canada, against 41 last 
year. "

Presideit ef the Chicago Board of Trade 
Lofka For Higher Prices in May. 



Chicago, Dec. 15,— Wm. T. Baker. 
Fresident of the Board of Trade, says 
with refereooe to the aaafoal oo|MMti9iu 
in wheat: 

"Cash wheat is at a premium over fu- 
ture delivery here anil in all parts of the 
world, because more of it has been sold 
than can be delivered. Wheat is scare 
all over the world. Not enongli was 
grown last year to supply the demand. 
America now hu the opportunity to 
make its own price for wheat. It has in 
the past been considered by many to be a 
blessing for no to supply the world with 
cheap wheat, even though our own farm- 
ers hardly could make both ends meet on 
thecootof production. Now, perhaps, in 
view of the prooperity which has come to 
this nation from higher prices there will 
be less sympathy for those operating to 
depress grain values below the values 
normally adjusted by demand and sop- 
p'y. 

"In the past, unlimited quantities of 
wheat have been aold on the market and 

resold with no demand for its delivery. 
Now, however, the wheat is wanted ho 
badly by conanmen that contracts call- 
inc for dpjivery can stand for no "wind" 
wheat. We shall probably eee the same 
tight conditions in May wheat when May 
comes as we now see in December wheat. 

"I think that this country already baa 
exported much of the wheat which it 
will iooa need for ita own consumption 
•nd that the full scarcity la not by any 
moMis yet appreciated."
